Tho bridegroom used to put 
it on the thumb frst and then on the 
other Angers in succession In the name of 
the Hoty Trinity, placing it on the fourth 
finger as he said Amen. 

Yt is still termed the fourth finger in 
the Prayer Book, though we are accustom- 

‘led rather’ to call it the third, not reckon- 
ing the thumb in. 

Tt was the right hand and not the left. 
The ‘change from the right to tho left 
hand is an odd. product of “the. Reforma- 
‘tion, and, of course, the ring is now 
slipped immediately upon the’ fourth 
finger. art 

The Puritans prohibited the ring 
altogether as a heathenish practice,” but 
some of their own ministers persisted ip 
using it, and it tame back again at tho 
Restoration. 

‘|. Why the fourth finger was selected has 
been: much discussed. The old explanation 

‘Twas that to that finger came an artery 
from the heart. This ig anatomically in- 
accurate, and « better reason perhaps 
is that the ring was placed where it was 
less exposed to wear and tear. 

However, though it was Placed on this 
finger at the marriages, it was not alwayx 
worn there afterwards. In pletures of 


the time of Elizabeth’it is scen upox the - 


thumb, and thia appears to have been 
quite an ordinary .custom even in the 
days of George I. In ur parts of 
the Continent It is sort. on she fore.
